Day  Star  Enters  S.anctuary 


By  Dow  McGregor 

Day  Star  Baptist  Church  in  Rankin 
Association  recently  moved  Into  a  new 
building,  and  this  fruition  of  several 
months  of  planning  and  effort  was  pos¬ 
sible  in  part  because  of  the  ministry  of 
the  State  Missions  Offering  —  the 
Margaret  Lackey  Offering. 

The  congregation  began  meeting  in 
October  of  1077  in  a  retirement  home  in 
the  area.  Through  the  use  of  $30,000  in 

state  missions  funds  a  six-acre  site 
was  purchased  in  March  of  1973,  and 
the  planning  for  a  permanent  home 
began. 

The  Sunday  meetings  in  the  retire¬ 
ment  home  had  no  provisions  for  a 
Sunday  School,  so  Sunday  School  was 
held  on  Wednesday  evenings  ata  local 
barbecue  restaurant. 

In  July  of  1978,  state  missions  efforts 
came  into  play  again  and  a  mobile 
chapel  belonging  to  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  Board  was  moved 
onto  the  property.  For  the  first  time 
the  group  was  able  to  have  Sunday 
School  and  worship  services  both  on 
Sundays  and  in  the  same  location. 

There  were  44  who  attended  the  first 
service  in  the  retirement  home,  and  15 
indicated  a  willingness  to  join  the  fel¬ 
lowship.  There  are  150  members  now. 

The  first  business  meeting  of  the 
group  was  held  in  the  home  of  the  pas¬ 
tor,  Dale  Holloway,  on  a  Saturday 
evening. 

With  the  addition  of  the  mobile 
chapel  the  mission  began  having  40  in 
attendance  for  Sunday  School  and  80  in 
worship  services.  It  was  arf  arm  of 
Bethel  Baptist  Church  in  Rankin  As¬ 
sociation.

Holloway  is  a  bi-vocational  pastor. 

He  is  also  the  supervisor  of  elementary 
education  in  the  State  Department  of 
Education.  He  has  been  with  the  de¬ 
partment  for  10  years  and  is  the  execu¬ 
tive  secretary  of  the  Elementary 
Committee  of  the  Southern  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Elementary  Schools. 

He  has  been  in  the  ministry  since  his 
graduation  from  Mississippi  College  in 
1965.  He  was  pastor  at  Louise  and  then 
went  to  Kansas  far  pioneer  missions 
work.  He  received  a  degree  in  religi¬ 
ous  education  at  Midwestern  Semi¬ 
nary.  He  was  in  Kansas  for  seven 
years  until  1983,  when  he  came  back  to 
Mississippi  He  organized  the  Cleary
